Is there alrgay power to acquire the sites 
required for-howsing the poor at a reasonable 
rae?” I should like to add the words, 
"and that speedily.”” It is devoutly to be 
‘hoped that the suggestion in your issue of 
yesterday, that the long-promised Housing 
Bill is to be further postponed, is unfounded, 
The one hope for our starving workers 1s 
that work should be started immediately, 
and, for the thousands forced to live in 
insanitary dwellings, that decent, health) 
homes will be provided as soon as possib|: 
It is inconceivable that the Government woui:! 
willingly delay this urgent task which the 
present scandalous conditions make impera 
tively necessary. 

‘Speed up housing ' should be our cease- 
less crv until this shame is removed. To 
this end it is necessary that preliminary steps 
to acquire the sites should be “ speeded up”; 
and, if legislation is necessary for the pur- 
pose, that it be introduced immediately, and 
steps taken to value the land forthwith. Once 
the reasonable cost of the land is fixed, work 
could be proceeded with, as the price will 
not varv even though the ownership be wn- 
certain. Housing conditions in the Free State. 
however, demand a national housing pro- 
gramme; for the present rat®pavers cannot 
be expected to pay for the neglect of past 
vears. A housing loan at a moderate rate 
of interest would surely receive snpport, and 
particularly if any money invested therein were 
freed of income tax. It is evident that the 
people of Dublin have made this cause their 
own, and I do not doubt that it would be 
the same throughout the Free State wherever 
the conditions are similar. Failure to take 
advantage of the present occasion might 
forfeit the confidence of all classes.—Yours, 
etc., S. C. Harrison.

BIRD SANCTUARIES.

_ SIR, -| have read with interest your Jead 
ing article.advocating a bird sanctuarv on 
the North Bull. Few of us, indeed. would 


Object to the creation of bird sanctuaries in 


suitable places; but is the North Bull a 
suitable place?

There are no trees 
and scarcely a shrub of any description to 
attract them.

ARREARS OF 
SALARIES. 


MENTAL HOSPITAL 
ACCOUNTS. 


‘It was reported by the Acting Chief Clerk 
(Mr. Thomas K. Moylan) at yesterday's meet- 
ing of the Joint Committee of the Grange 
gorman Mental Hospital that the receipts for 
the vear ended ólst March, 1931, from paying 
patients, service. patients, criminal lunatics 
and farm and garden sales, etc., totalled 
£27,959, or almost £3.000 above the estimate. 
The actual expenditure exceeded the estimate 
by £22,714, Lut of this £18,411 represented 
arrears of salaries, superannuations, and law 
costs in respect of the preceding years 1926- 
2; to 1929 30. 

In the farm and garden accounts, Grange- 
yorman showed a profit last vear of £96] 
ls, ód., as against £1.207 15s, 3d. in the pre- 
ceding vear, the difference being almost en- 
tirely due to the lower price for pigs. The 
Portrane farm showed a profit last vear of 
£189 17s. Qd., as soonnniad with £121 5s. in 
:929-50. The low price obtainable for hides 
and skins affected the trading. 

The work entailed by the payinent of 
arrears and the allocation of such arrears to 
the different half-vears affected, with recast- 
ing of the contributing Councils’ accounts 
for each half-year since April, 1926, revision 
of costs, etc., was now virtually completed. 
The total amount of arrears of salaries. 
wages and superannuation was £22,768 3s. 
ód, .Of this amount a sum of only £23 18s. 
10d. now remained in the hands of the 
Acting Chief Clerk, representing small 
arrears due to’ nine ex-employés whom he had 
not been able to trace.

MINISTER'S COMPROMISE 


OFFER REJECTED. 


PERCENTAGE MAY BE INCREASED 
BEFORE BILL PASSES.

Was resumed on Mr. 
O'Relly's amendment in Committee 
to the Public Charitable Hospitals 
(Amendment) Bill. The Fianna Fáil 
member sought to fix fifty per cent. 
of the amount available for distribu- 
tion among the hospitals as the 
ortion to be allocated to the county 
Eaapitale. The bill proposes that only 
twenty-five per cent. be allocated to 
the county hospitals. 

After the discussion kad proceeded for 
some hours, the Minister for Justice 
intervened. He regretted that the 
speeches had developed -into attacks 
between county hospitals and volun- 


tary hospitals, and, in order to stop | 


these attacks, he suggested that Mr. 

O'Kelly should withdraw his amend- 

ment, and as a compromise he (Mr. 

FitzGerald-Kenney) would bring in 

an amendment fixing the county 

hospitals’ share at thirty-three and a 

third per cent. 

O'Kelly was willing to accept the 

compromise, but Dr, Ryan said that 

if there was anything less than fifty 
per cent. for the county hospitals, the 
matter would have to go to a division. 

James Craig said that he considered 

that the twenty-five per cent. was a 

fair share for the county hospitals, 

but he would agree te the compromise 
suggested by the Minister. 

Ir. Ryan said that, according to Sir 
James Craig's estimate, the voluntary 
hospitals would get six and a quarter 
million pounds, while the county 
hospitals received only £60,000. He 
laid stress on the need for better 
equipment in the countw institutions, 
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many of which were built in the 
prison style, and said that it would 
take a lot of money to bring them up 
to anything like the standard of the 
Dublin hospitals. | 

The Leader of the Opposition wanted more 
information as to the manner in which 
the money would be spent by the 
hospitals. This compromise, he said, 
was only bargaining about a matter 
in which they did not know where 
they stood. He would like the money 
allocated according to the needs of 

_ the hospitals. 

Mr. Anthony (Labour) said that not all 
deputies were in favour of these 
sweepstakes being continued _ in- 
definitely. There mv . be an end to 

them some time, and he suggested 
that the time was very near. He did 
not wish to see the Free State become 
another Holland. 

From various parts of the House the 
Minister was appealed to to '“ make it 
forty per cent.,’’ but he described 
such bargaining as unseemly, and on 
a division Mr. O’Kelly’s amend- 
ment was rejected by sixty-three votes 
to fifty-three. The bill passed through

COUNTY HOSPITALS 
WANT MORE. 


GOOD WORK UNDER BAD 
CONDITIONS. 


The debate was resumed on the Committee 
stage of the Public Charitable Hospitals 
(Amendment) Bill, which had been adjourned 
on Friday last, when an amendment was under 
discussion in the name of Mr. O'Kelly (F.F., 
Dublin N.), which sought to fix fifty per 
cent. of the amount for distribution amongst 
the hospitals as the portion to be allocated 
to the county hospitals. 

In the bill it is the intention that twenty- 
five per cent. be allocated to these hospitals. 

Mr. BRISCOE (F.F.,;Dubl-n is.) suggested 
that the Minister and Deputy O'Kelly could 
make a compromise, and he suggested that 
fiity per cent. be allocated to the Dublin 
hospitals and twenty-five per cent. to the 
county hospitals, and that the Commission of 
Reference to be appointed under this bill be 
given discretion as to the remaining twenty- 
five per cent. He suggested that out of 
this twenty-five per cent. money could be 
gilocated for the establishment of a central 
radium institution to serve the Free State 
generally. 

AMENDMENT OPPOSED. 

Mr. BENNETT (Govt., Limerick) opposed 
the amendment, and said that its effect, if 
carried, would be to cut down considerably 
the amounts for the voluntary hospitals in 


|} would receive only 


Dublin. Under the present arrangement 
these got sixty-nine per cent of the money 
available, so that under the proposal they 
fifty per cent. These 
large hospitals in Dublin, Cork, Limerick 
and Waterford were serving the needs of 
large areas of the country, and, in addition, 
as they would lose voluntary contributions, 
they had to build up reserve funds to guard 
them against the future. 

The county hospitals had not to provide 
against the future. Under the present 
arrangement the large voluntary hospitals in 
the country received thirty-one per cent., 
and he thought that the twenty-five per cent. 

roposed in the bill would give the county 

ospitals more than sufficient to meet their 

needs. It would bring them in £20,000 a 
year, which was a figure none of them a few 
years ago dreamed they might receive. 

Mr. KENNEDY (F.F., Longford-West- 
meath) said that anyone conversant with the 
state of things in the counties knew that in 
all the county hospitals there was overcrowd- 
ing, and that every week patients had to be 
turned away. The results of the sweepstakes 
so far had well served the poor of Dublin 
and other large centres, but not of the poo, 
in the country, where improvements of the 
hospitals and proper equipment was urgently 
needed. It was absurd to say that £20,000 
would meet the requirements of the county

DUBLIN HOSPITALS’ WORK. 


Dr. HENNESSY (Govt., Dublin 8.) said 
that it should be borne in mind that the 
Dublin hospitals were not only Dublin hos- 
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}-pitals; but that t were national Hospitals, 
+ the clinical cog á which was oer im- 
portant if the medical profession was get 

‘decent education. The county hospital, on 
the other hand, while an excellent institution 
in lis way, was in most cases a one-man 
institution. It could not hope to specialise 
in the several departments of treatment. He 
could not see how county hospitals could be 
developed on the same basis as the city ones. 

Dr. TUBRIDY (F.F., Galway). supported 
the ami ndment, and appealed to all de uties 
to support it. He was, he said, glad the 
vote was left an open one. Referring to the 
Central Hospital, Galway, in which he was 
interested, he said that, according to a re- 
turn he received, there were performed in 
the last year 1,100 major operations. :

Cork, Limerick 
md other centres had got their shares, but 
the Cinderella province, as usual, had 
nothing whatever 

Mr. DAVIN (Lab., Leix-Offaly) ur 
the matter should be looked at from a 
national point of view.

O'Higgins agreed that that imhtitution de- 
ssrved special consideration, t declarel 
that no other county hospital \was ua; the 
same position. He thought that \f would he 
generally admitted that the indication in 
regard to “ sweeps’’ was set in ah upward 
direction, and that a bigger sum would be 
received for the next than had beén\ reached 
so far. They were extremely: shy ag\ present 
of bringing ‘‘sweeps’’ to the aid of tates and 
faxes, and there could be no doubt that the 
grants to county hospitals would résult in 
reduction of the rates in their areas. 

Mr. O'HANLON (Ind., Cavan) said that it 
was not unreasonable for. the county hopi- 
tals to ask for fifty per cent. of the surplus 
to be distributed among them.

A deputation from the Federation of 
Engineering and Shipbuilding Trades and 
other trade unions concerned with the 
shipbuilding industry was received by the 
Lord Privy Seal, Mr. Tom Johnston; the 
President of the Board of Trade, Mr. W.

' HE deba® in the Free State Senate on 
the Postponement of Elections and 
Meetings Bill yesterday, brought from Mr. 
Muleahy, Minister for Local Government, 
quite unexpectedly, a forecast of the bill 
which he proposes, to introduge at a later 
date for the ‘‘remodelling of local govern- 
ment.’”’ 

The object of the bill before the Senate 
yesterday was to postpone Local Govern- 
ment elections until 1934, and several 
members appeared to think shis an ex- 
cessively long time. The Ministers ex. 
planation was, as he indicated when the 
bill was passing through the Dail, that 
manv of the members of existing Boards 
would have important duties in connec- 
tion with next year’s Eucharistic Con- 
gress. But there was the further reason 
that a new and far-reaching bill was con- 
templated for the purpose of altering the 
present system of Local Government. 


HINT OF PROPOSALS. 


The line of criticism adopted led the 
Minister to disclose something 6f the pro- 
posals of his new bill. It seems that 
(County Boards ci Health. as thev have 
existed for some time, will be radicaliv 
reorganised, and that their work. which 
has to some extent conflicted with that

STRAIGHT TALKS AT 
CHEQUERS. 


Pore AGENCY states that the 
German Chancellor (Dr. Briining) 
and the Foreign Secretary (Dr. Curtius), 
who have accepted Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald’s invitation to visit London and 
Chequers, started from Berlin last evening, 
At Chequers during the week-end they 
will have a frank discussion of acute 
German and other European problems. 

Apart from Germany’s serious financial 
position and the connected subjects of 
reparation payments, the general economic 
erisis and the disasmament question may 
be expected to figure largely in the con- 
versations with Mr. Macdonald and Mr. 
Arthur Henderson. 

It is difficult to imagine that the pro- 
jected Austro-German Customs Union, 
which has caused such a commotion in 
the Furopean capitals, can be entirely 
excluded from discussions on general 
European collaboration, though the fact 
that its juridical aspect has been referred 
to the World (Court may suggest the 
advisability of deferring any very serious 
consideration of it. 

Possibly, however, the greatest value of 
the visit will lie in its personal aspect in 
the closer acquaintance, better under- 
and more friendly relations 
between the respective heads of govern- 
ment that it calculated to facilitate, 
and in the indirect promotion ef good 
feeling between two such important factors 
in Europe’s present and future fate as 
the German and British peoples. No 
juridical, financial or economic experts 
will be present to assist the German 
Ministers in their task of explaining the 
seriousness of Germany’s economic distress.

MAIN POINTS AT ISSUE. 


HE Irish Railways Wages Board met 
yesterday at 24 Upper Merrion street, 
Dublin—Mr. Justice Wylie presiding—to 
consider applications by the Irish Railway 
Companies for a ten per cent. all-round 
reduction in wages and applications from 
the National Union of Railwaymen on 
other matters relating to conditions of 
employment and to wages. 

Before the Board’s proceedings began the 
Negotiations Committee, consisting of re- 
presentatives of the companies and the 
men’s organisations, were in consultation 
for an hour. The Board then sat in private, 
and after some time it was announced 
that there would be an adjournment until 
noon to-day. 

It transpired that there was hope of an 
amicable settlement on the basis of a pro- 
visional agreement to a compromise which 
was arrived at some time ago. This 
compromise failed to find favour in all 
respects with the N.U.R. representatives 
at a meeting specially convened to consider 
it, with the result that the question in its 
original form was brought before the Irish 
Railway Wages Board. 


CAUSE OF DIVERGENCE. 
Yesterday afternoon there was a renewed 
attempt to establish the compromise. The

On the part of the railway 
companies the application is for :'— 

(1)—A ten per cent. reduction in rates 
of pay, toapply to all conciliation grades ; 

(2)—A ten per cent. reduction in rates 
of pay, to apply to stationmasters and 
goods agents, male and female clerks 
(including those emploved in the Trish 
Railway Clearing House), and supervisors 
whose rates of pay are fixed by agree: 
ment ; 

(3)—The differential in Group 3 com- 
panies to be ten per cent. less than 
Group 1; 

(4)—Abolition 
guaranteed week, 
and Sunday dutv. 

The Belfast and County Down Railway 
Company is only affected in certain 
respects concerning Sunday duty, guaran 
teed day, week and night duty. 

The N.U.R. application secks :— 

(1)—That the minimum rate of adult 
grades be not less than £3 per weck: 

(2)—That the rates of pay of juniors 
be increased in accordance with a definite 
scale; 

(5)—That with respect to any grades 
at present working more than eight hours 
per day, of forty-eight hours per week, 
their hours of duty to be brought down to 
such number of hours per day or per 
week ;

THE ALTERNATIVE 
VOTE. 


In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes :—The first act of the House of 
Commons after the Whitsuntide recess 
has been to pass for submission to the 
House of Lords a measure of which, to 
judge by the attendance at the debates 
upon it, the vast majority of its nominal 
supporters are secretly and _ properly 
ashamed. The so-called Representation of 
the People Bill was introduced in 
response to no demand from either the 
Conservative or the Socialist Partv— 
indeed, the attitude of both those parties 
at the Ullswater Conference was to deny 
the necessity for any change in our 
electoral system. 

Of all possible changes in our electoral 
system, proceeds The Times, the alterna- 
tive vote is the most indefensible. It 
differs from proportional representation in 
being illogical. It differs from the second 
ballot in giving no chance to considered 
second thoughts, and’ it shares with both 
these other svstems the fundamental defect 
of being based upon a wrong conception of 
democracy. That conception is that a fixed 
and mixed number of persons, whatever 
their interests, intelligence or responsi- 
bilities, should automatically have the 
right to a repreesntative in Parliament. 
No doubt, the alternative vote is a very 
poor effort to fulfil such a conception, 
which can only be fully achieved by pro- 
portional representation, and it may well 
be that if there is to be any change at all, 
proportional representation is preferable, 
because it, at least, is logical. 


THE PRESENT PARLIAMENT.

public opinion would be at all times fatal, 
and peculiarly fatal on the morrow of the 
grant of adult franchise.

Such a Parliament is capable of effort and 
experiment, but a Parliament meticulously 
and mathematically representative of feel- 
ings which it knows to be variable and 
ephemeral, is capable of nothing except 
stagnation and self-preservation. 

That the character of the present 
Parliament, and that is the character of 
Parliaments which the bill will tend in- 
evitably to produce.
